Although the present slow motion 
picture equipment is satisfactory 
for sporting events, etc., the use 
of the German device should prove 
of great scientific value, 

Canty states that the machine 
will photograph _ electrical dis- 
charges and electrical switching 
apparatus as well as the oscillations 
and vibrations on almost any kind 
of machine. 

The Canty report also mentions 
another German camera, costing 
approximately $350, that will take 
8,000 exposures per second.

ISTRIBS TRYING 10 WHIP EXHIBS INTO 
BUYING BY HOLDING OUT ON "EM IN SEPT. 





Reported Final Deliveries 


of Last Season’s Product 


“Unavailable Else’”—Exhibs Claim First Two 
Weeks Sept. Poorest of Summer, So Will Look 


to Independent Distribs or Reissues for Sept.’s 
Supply Rather Than Buy

An unforeseen angle has devel- 
oped in the resistance of the inde- 
pendent exhibitors around New 
York to the large distributors in the 
Jatter’s efforts to sell their next sea- 
son's product, en masse. The 
method attempted suggests the dis- 
tribs are becoming perturbed over 
the delayed contracts for their usual 
outlet channels. 

The report is that the indies have 
been advised by the distribs that 
unless the exhibs contract for next 
season’s product, they may find that 
the final pictures from last season’s 
product, due for delivery in Sep- 
tember, will be unavailable. 

This failed to make an impression } 
upon at least one metropolitan ex- 
hib. He informed the distrib it had 
picked the wrong spot, also the 
month as from his experience and 
although September is the opening 
of the new season, its first two 
weeks are the poorest business 
getters of the summer. Rather than 
be coerced into buying, the exhib 
stated, he will secure his Sept. sup- 
Ply through the independent pro- 
ducers or from reissue. 

It is said that but a comparative 
small margin of sales by the big 
distributors has been going on in 
the metropolitan zone, since the ex- 
hibs in a common movement with- 
out agreement virtually went on 
“strike” against new terms and con- 
ditions made by the releasing or- 
ganizations for the forthcoming 
season. 

This movement seemed to crys- 
talize and spread over the country, 
taking in those inde exhibs in a po- 
sition to protect themselves for a 
.fair period of time.

Advocates Similar Move 


by All Studios 





Los Angeles, Aug. 23. 

In line with the retrenchment 
policy adopted at the various pic- 
ture studios, F. B. O. has abolished 
its stock company of actors. The 
coneern will hereafter operate only 
with stars, featured players and a 
small group of players being groom- 
ed for stardom under long term 
contracts. It means that from now 
on F. B. O. pictures will be cast 


from the open market. 

William Le Baron, vice-president, 
in charge of production at the F. 
B. O. studios, states that the policy 
of maintaining a stock company has 
been found to be economically un- 
sound, both from the standpoint of 
the actor and producer. Under this 
policy the producing organization 
has been forced to pay for idle time 
and in order to eliminate this cost, 
in many cases actors have. been cast 
in roles entirely unsuited to them. 

It is figured that if the abolishing 
of the stock companies is generally 
adopted throughout the industry 
competent players and good actors 
will be in constant demand. Now 
it is pointed out, under the stock 
company plan, very few actors uf- 
der contract work even 30 weeks 
for their year’s pay. 

With its present retrenchment 
policy F. B. O. has under contract 
on its payroll only three western 
stars, Tom Tyler, Bob Steele and 
Buzz Barton; Al Cooke and Kit 
Guard, comedy § team; Frankie 
Darro, child star, and the three di- 
rectors, Leo Meehan, Ralph 
and Robert DeLacey. 

All other players and directors 
will be hired by the picture only.

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PRODUCERS: WRITERS STANDARD 
CONTRACT TO GO THROUGH GUILD 





Writers’ Academy Branch as Arbitrator—Writers 
Admit Some Co-Workers Have Violated Ethics— 
Resolution to Producers Next Week 








Los Angeles, Aug. 23. 

Picture producers will negotiate 
a standard form of free-lance writ- 
ers’ contract with representatives 
ef the Screen Writers’ Guild, and 
not directly through the Writers’ 
Branch of the Motion Picture Acad- 
emy of Arts and Sciences. 

At a meeting of the Writers’ 
Branch of the Academy a resolution 
was passed asking the producers 
to take action on formulating a 
standard contract acceptable to 
both producers and writers. Sug- 
gestions were made that the pro- 
ducers get together directly with 
the Screen Writers’ Guild. 

Members of the Writers’ Branch, 
practically all of whom are mem- 
bers of the Writers’ Guild, feel that 
the contract should be taken up 
with a committee of the guild, as 
the latter organization started pre- 
liminary proceedings on the con- 
tract in question when it requested 
the producers to get together with 
that body, more than a year ago. 
With the producers agreeing to 
meet the guild committee, the 
academy will naturally take the 
credit of bringing the two factions 
together, and will undoubtedly act 
as arbitrator in case the producers 
and guild members cannot get to- 
gether satisfactorily. ; 

Writers Taking Advantage 

It is admitted that the contract 
which the Writers’ Guild drew up 
a year ago is entirely favorable to 
the writers, but it is pointed out 
that the present various forms of 
contracts used by the producers are 
too one-sided in favor of the pic- 
ture makers. However, there are a 
number of writers who declare that 
some of their co-workers have tak- 
en advantage of producers in ob- 
taining advance payments on script 
assignments, then not delivering as 
called for in contract. Prominent 
members of the Writers’ Guild ad- 
mit they hope to put through an 
equitable contract which will elimi- 
nate unethical practices of certain 
Writers now prevalent. 

The resolution passed by the 
Writers’ Branch will be presented 
to the board of directors of the 
academy next Monday (Aug. 29).

BREED CENSORSHIP 





A general “red flag” alarm is to 
be issued by the Motion Picture 
Theatre Owners of America this 
week on the sudden wave of sex 
films now sweeping the country. 
Michael J. O'Toole, business man- 
ager of the national organization, 
warns all exhibitors against the 
two latest sex pictures brought to 
his attention, “The Octopus” and 
“Streets of Forgotten Women.” 

Mr. O’Toole stated that pictures 
of this nature not only endanger 
the box office eventually and hurt 
the position of exhibitors in their 
respective communities but under- 
mine the standing of the industry 
as a whole. 

Joseph M. Seider, president of the 
M. P. T. O. of New Jersey, issued 
a notice early in the month against 
“Open Your Eyes,” released by Ira 
Simmons, denouncing that and all 
similar productions as breeders of 
censorship. 

“The Octopus” and “Streets of 
Forgotten Women,” shown recent- 
ly in San Diego, Cal., have caused 
the women’s clubs to demand a city 
ordinance appointing a censorship 
board, The city council unreserv- 
edly approved the resolution, The 
San Diego city attorney is now 
preparing an ordinance to that ef- 
fect. 

The M. P. T. ©. A. will endeavor 
to impress on all state organiza- 
tions the need for eliminating all 
possible showing of sex films in 
view of the danger of increased 
state and national censorship. 

“The Octopus” is another title 
for “Is Your Daughter Safe?” sex 
picture, owned, produced and pre- 
sented by S. S. Millard on the 
coast. The picture was made at a 
cost of about $4,000. It is reported 
the title of the film was changed 
in San Diego becauge the authori- 
ties would not permit showing of 
the picture under the original label. 

“Streets ,of Forgotten Women” 
purports to be the true story of 
Grace Fleming, who lived five years 
in a house of prostitution, her 
whereabouts unknown. Advertising 
matter contains the name of King 
as the producer and distributor,

Whereas until now the policy in 
Chicago and Illinois has been to up- 
hold the law by prosecuting and fin- 
ing distributors and exhibitors of 
fight films brought in from another 
state, Superior Judge David last 
week protected the rights of the 
distributors of the Dempsey-Shar- 
key pictures so far as granting an 
injunction against another group 
exhibiting the same film. 

The injunction, applied for by 
Goodart Picture, Inc., on behalf of 
Harry McKay, owner of the state 
rights to the fight film, stands 
against Syd Greiver, of Greiver Pro- 
ductions; C. E. Beck, owner of the 
Pastime, small Loop “grind” house, 
and Michael Luft and Harry Voiler, 
of Detroit. The defendants are re- 
strained from showing their print in 
Illinois, as are all others with the 
exception of Harry McKay. 

McKay purchased the Illinois 
rights from Goodart, proprietors of 
national rights. Balaban & Katz 
consequently booked the film 
through McKay and installed it in 
the Roosevelt. When another pic- 
ture of the same fight opened at the 
Pastime it was found to be a dup- 
licate of the Roosevelt's print. 

Can't Trace Second Reel 

Just how the Pastime’s reel hap- 
pened to reach Chicago and where 
it originally derived from has not 
been explained. It is said, though, 
to be the print exhibited in Canada 
soon after the fight. In this event 
the pictures finally reached Detroit, 
where Luft and Voiler took posses- 
sion of them. Greiver proctred the 
local rights to the stray set from the 
two Detroit film men, but says he 
“later stepped out upon learning the 
identity of the film.” 

The action by Superior Court In 
Goodart's favor is the first instance 
of its kind in Illinois since laws for- 
bidding interstate transportation of 
fight pictures were passed. Last 
year exhibitors of the Dempsey- 
Tunney pictures paid daily fines 
while playing the pictures. 

This year no bars were placed 
against the Roosevelt engagement 
and no court action other than the 
injunction petition, quietly handled, 
penetrated front pages. It might be 
incidental that the Roosevelt's en- 
gagement was a flop. 

It was not revealed in court why 
Goodart should apply for an injunc- 
tion favoring Harry McKay, as 
Goodart is not known to be inter- 
ested locally, nor was it testified 
that Goodart is said to be Tex Rick- 
art in reality.

Giannini, who pioneered the busi- 
ness of banking loans to picture 
producers, has loaned a total of from 
$2,000,000 to $10,000,000 annually to 
picture concerns in this country.

Providence, Aug. 23. 
In a drive to make film houses 
conform to the requirements of an 


amendment to General Laws 
passed at the last session of the 
R. I. Legislature, six motion pic- 
ture theatres were closed last week 
by Attorney General Charles P, 
Sisson. All are out in the woods, 
as the law pertains to towns and 
not cities. 
After officials of the R. I, state 
police had made reports on the 
structures, they were ordered closed 
by the Attorney General. Altera- 
tions and repairs were insisted 
upon, 
Thus far the state police have 
inspected 43 theatres, and reports 
have been filed. 

Blocked Exits 

Conditions as uncovered by the 

state police have been far from 
satisfactory. They reported “lad- 
ders and chairs lying around en- 
trance hall, projection booth littered 
with junk, wiring system in poor 
condition, no T-turns or push bar 
levers are used on doors” in sev- 
eral instances. Exits were found 
often to be blocked by debris, 
broken chairs and in two instances 
the fire exits were nailed shut. In 
extreme cases windows have been 
relied upon for exits. 
Second story halls were reported 
with bad exits and “wooden stairs 
not surrounded by fire-proof walls” 
was a frequent phrase in the state- 
ment. In one instance, a hall was 
found in which the projection booth 
was alongside the main entrance, so 
that legally the doorway did not 
constitute an exit, and the only 
other exit from the hall was a 
doorway 18 inches wide leading into 
a@ narrow hall, 

In one case, a ventilator was 
found which led from the booth but 
stopped several inches short of the 
wooden rafters so that flames in 
the booth would have set the build- 
ing on fire. 

Booths Dangerous 

Twenty-seven of the 43 projection 
booths were equipped with gravity 
slides for apertures which did not 
meet the requirements.” In 29 
booths, the rewind benches were 
made of inflammable material, gene 
erally wood, whereas the law re- 
quires that the benches be made 
of fireproof material. Twenty pro- 
jection booths were not as large as 
the law requires and 24 of them 
lacked the usual fire extinguishers. 

The inspection is still being car- 
ried on and it is expected that it 
will be completed by Sept. 1. A re- 
check will then be made to see that 
the theatre owners have altered 
their houses to conform with the 
new requirements. A certificate of 
inspection will be issued to legally 
equipped theatres, an official of the 
state police said, and a systematic 
inspection of all halls will be made 
by the troopers from time to time 
to make sure the requirements are 
being observed. 

A frequent comment in the report 
was “Operator not licensed in this 
state.” It was explained by in- 
specting officers that according to 
the law at the present time, an 
operator must be licensed by the 
fire chie?, board of fire engineers, ©* 
fire warden of his town.

California of Los Angeles to

Los Angeles, Aug 23. 

West Coast Theatres, Inc., can- 
celled S. S. Miilard’s lease on the 
California, held by him the last five 
months, and he will give up pos- 
session this week. 

Millard leased the house after it 
had been dark for several years to 
show the picture “Is Your Daugh- 
ter Safe,” and recently has been 
showing fight pictures. 

West Coast intend making the 
establishment a 15 cent grind pic- 
ture house. 

Millard, local film distributor 
and theatre operator, whose en- 
tanglements with the Labor Bureau 
have been causing him a good deal 
of discomfort, was given a setback 
by that office Aug. 17, when a num- 
ber of wage claims filed against him 
were aired, Three new complaints 
were recently filed against Millard 
by Sidney Swaney, M. A. Franklin 
and J, G. Tait, electricians. The 
men alleged they performed work 
for Millard in front of the Cali- 
fornia theatre, each claiming $7 due 
for a day’s work, 

Millard made extravagant boasts 
to the Commissioner that he was a 
recognized individual in this town 
and was not short of money to pay 
the claims if justly due. To prove 
he was flush, Millard flashed a roll 
of green backs on several occasions. 
Deputy Labor Commissioner Rich- 
ardson, after reviewing the case, 
ruled the claims must be paid. 

At the same hearing a $68 claim 
of Adrian Vurpillat, truck driver, 
was brought forth by Richardson. 
Vurpillat stated he was sent to 
Bakersfield, where he expended his 
own money for hotel bfils and other 
expenses, being assured he would 
be reimbursed by. Millard. When 
he returned» Millard refused to pay 
a cent. Due to insufficient evidence 
in checking up the hotel bills, 
Richardson found but $2.33 technic- 
ally due on sundry expenses, which 
was conceded by Millard, Vurpillat 
was given a chance to procure more 
evidence, with the file left open for 
a hearing at a later date. 

Millard voiced strenuous objec- 
tions to the presence of a Variety 
reporter, saying he would not come 
in for the hearing with the reporter 
present. He was informed by 
Richardson that the hearing was 
formal and open to anyone.

Production, and “Are You Fit to 
Marry ?” released by Brooks, 
Chicago. 

“Damaged Goods” was first re- 

leased about 18 years ago when it 
was shown as a special in New 
York, while “The Red Kimona,” 
with Mrs. Wallace Reid, is reported 
made by Columbia but sold for 
states rights. It treats of the dis- 
reputable districts of New Orleans 
of another decade. 
“Twilight Sleep,” a German pro- 
duction released here several years 
ago, caused the deaths of hundreds 
of women. This film featured a 
new serum supposedly lessening 
the suffering of motherhood, The 
inventor of the serum, who pro- 
duced the picture, sold his medical 
rights for an enormous sum and 
disappeared. When tried the serum 
eaused untold suffering, agony and 
finally death, 

Millard’s attempt to bring “Is 
Your Daughter Safe?” east has 
been unsuccessful on account of 
official censorship restrictions. 

Most of these films are released 
throughout the country via state 
right independent exchanges and 
sold to the theatres on a state ren- 
tal or percentage basis. 

“The Naked Truth” and “Wild 
Oats,” Sam Cummins pictures, are 
booked as health educationals. 
These are played mostly to segre- 
gated audiences and appear under 
health department approval, as in 
the case of “Damaged Goods,” when 
required. Sometimes “TNT” and 
“Wild Oats” are operated under 
the protection of injunction. The 
health educationals are not looked 
upon as indecent, but are responsi- 
ble for paving the way for pictures 
dealing with more White Slavery 
than hygiene. 

“TNT,” of late, has been booked 
into theatres of established circuits 
such as Publix, Universal, Fox and 
Blank, There is only one showing 
in the centrai part of the city, with 
control of the audience and exhi- 
bition of the pictures tin the hands 
of the distributors to prevent in- 
jury to the industry.

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K-A ACTS SQUAWK AS SEASON’S 


VAUDEVILLE 


CONTRACTS GO 3-A-DAY ON2 DAILY TERMS 





Keith-Albee 


—Former Big Time 


Obliged to Pay Increased Salaries for Almost 
Wholly “Grind” Circuit 


— + 


Vaudeville acts which entered 


into next season’s contracts with 
Keith-Albee and presumably on a 


pasis of a majority of the weeks 
during the period being for theatres 
playmg two performances daily, are 
said to be loudly squawking over 
their disillusionment. 

The latter arrived through a se- 
ries of letters seemingly mailed at 
stated intervals, with each inform- 
ing the actors that this or that 
house on the K-A route would 
change its playing policy the com- 
ing season to three performances a 
day. This has occurred so often of 
late that acts state there is mighty 
little left on their contract to turn 
over. 

One act claims to hold a contr act 
with K-A for 34 weeks next sea- 
son without a single twice daily 
house on it. 

A major complaint by the acts 
pre-booking, with the number re- 
ported at 150 or thereabouts, is that 
they signed with K-A under the 
two-a-day impression. Nearly all 
of these turns are standard and 
“spot” acts, those that may be im- 
mediately filled in on any bill for 
the show’s principal variety support. 
Their contracts call upon them to 
play the policy of any K-A-booked 
theatre as signed to. 

More in Pictures 

Of late and with the actors gain- 
ing more general knowledge of the 
big time condition in the east next 
season, acts approached for K-A 
bookings have demanded more sal- 
ary. Their claim is that if they 
must play three times daily in a 
K-A house, they might as well go 
to Loew’s, Pantages or the picture 
theatres, with the picture houses 
paying more than their vaude salary 
for the four shows daily in the film 
palaces. 

With Loew’s, says the act, besides 
the vaude time, they may be able 
to continue in the Loew’s picture 
presentation theatres, giving them 
a much longer route than K-A can 
offer. It is reported that the vaude 
condition hag reached the point 
where an act asking J. H. Lubin, 
Loew's general vaude booker, for 
more salary than received in the 
K-A office, is met with the question 
of why, and answers since K-A has 
practically nothing left but three-a- 
day theatres. 

No “Cuts” 

Acts holding out for more salary 
on a K-A route are said to be re- 
ceiving it, and also, when likewise 
holding out, getting a contract that 
contains no “cut salary” houses.

He declared that the 
entire proceeds from the perform- 
ance would be turned over to Didot, 
The latter accepted the proposition, | 
but when Standish (or Millard) 
asked the French Consul to sign} 
certain papers and obligate himself 
for certain things, the latter re-/ 
fused. However, Didot helped Mil- 
lard get several accessories for the 
show free of charge, because it was 
to be for a charitable purpose. The} 
promoter even asked that Didot get 
the government to lift the 10 per 
cent .tax on tickets for the perform- 
ance. This request was not ac- 
ceded to.

Buy for “Burlesque” Reflects Fact That Smashes 
Will Always Command Prices—McBride Plan Is 


Not Feasible—“Follies”

With Joe Leblang’s central ticket 
agency regarded as cold, McBride's 
plan for ticket control, whereby 
only 16 agencies would operate, ap- 
pears to be off, too. 

That was plainly indicated early 
this week when an agency buy for 
“Burlesque,” which opens at the 
Plymouth next week, was being 
negotiated. With a buy already 
made for the new “Follies,” one of 
the principal arguments in favor of 
the McBride idea was shot, since 
under that proposed system buys 
would be out entirely. 

The new season opens with the 
agencies still operating as hereto- 
fore, but with several important 
restrictions—no concessions are to 
be paid managers and no gratuities 
are being given box office men. 
That goes for the several agencies 
who were not involved in the gov- 
ernment’s investigation. 

Cne Gratuity 

There is one exception to the 
rule, it being a holdover attraction, 
“The Road to Rome,” at the Play- 
house, where a gratuity is being 
paid. The brokers say they have 
no particular objection to paying, 
but must report it to U. S. District 
Attorney Tuttle, under the agree- 
ment entered into recently when 12 
agencies pleaded guilty of evading 
the 50 per cent. government levy on 
premiums in excess of 50 cents per 
ticket. 

Under the new arrangement 
tickets are being disposed of at 
that margin, save where a delivery 
charge is made, and $5 a year for 
charge accounts. When the Alex- 
ander case is tested in the Supreme 
Court high prices may again be the 
rule—but, of course, for those at- 
tractions in heavy demand. Right 
now it is harder to get “Follies” 
tickets than ever before. Agencies 
are not holding them but are ac- 
commodating patrons with charge 
accounts. That is where the brok- 
ers must look for a profit under 
present conditions. 

Clubs Squawk 

Tuttle’s arrangement with the 
brokers has resulted in one loud 
squawk, and that is coming from 


the exclusive clubs which hereto- 
fore did business through the 
agencies. The latter are not mak- 


ing allotments to the clubs, stating 
their charge customers deserve the 
preference, and that there can be no 
gravy from the clubs under the 
Tuttle scheme. 

Last week the brokers conferred 
with William McBride and Nathan 
Vidaver, counsellor on the McBride 
scheme. So far no agency commit- 
tee has. reported back. Under the 
McBride control plan the other 
brokers were to have paid five cents 
Per ticket to defray expenses, such 
8s a vigilance committee. The Mc- 
Bride plan did not line up as desir- 
able to the brokers, who would be 
required to file a bond, whereas the 
managers would not. Nor was 
there any guarantee of how many 
tickets would be given over to be 
handled through the agency control 
combination. As a matter of fact, 
mo one in the group believed the 
managers could be brought together

mains that it has to be done. 

Perhaps he should be paid for 
rehearsal, but perhaps he shouldn't. 
It's a cinch that if he were paid 
for rehearsals, fewer plays would 
be produced and there would be 
less work. 


It is true that a plumber is paid 
from the first day, but he has a} 
building to plumb. The actor must | 





help build the building. In other 
words, he must help to create a/ 
job. 


Any manager will pay salaries on 
any play that is fit to open with- 
out rehearsal. Or to any actor who 
is able to earn it witnout rehearsal. 
But as that is impossible there 
must be a rehearsal peviod and it 
might as well be done conscien- 
tiously as part of the job. 

The actor should be paid pro- 
portionately, it is true. But there 
have always been overpaid, under- 
paid and justly paid actors and 
other people. That is an individual 
battle and must so remain, it would 
seem. 

Gamblers 

Anyhow, such is the system, It’s 
essentially a gamble and the good 
gambler plays the game. A bad 
gambler is always trying to change 
the rules. 

Such an effort is usually a waste 
of time. The bad rule corrects it- 
self in time. Meanwhile the trick 
is to go to it as it is, 


The actor, young or old, male or 
female, known or unknown, should 
depend on himself. He should give 
to every engagement the sincere 
best that is in him and leave these 
abstract problems to the theor- 
ists. 

His business ig to make a living 
—make a name—and make hay for 
the time when most of the kicking 
actors are depending on benefits. 

And the seed of success in a part 
is planted during rehearsals. 

It is a mistake to “let down.” 
There is a growing prejudice 
against “giving a performance” at 
rehearsal. But the person who 
gives as nearly as possible a com- 
parative performance at each re- 
hearsal is pretty sure to put over 
a performance the opening: night. 

Those who depend on “inspira- 
tion,” those who keep their “cards 
up the sleeve” until opening night, 
usually flop. Rehearsal is for the 
purpose of building up, developing, 
deciding, crystallizing, the spirit 
and mechanics of the part so that 
it will stand up and register under 
pressure of an audience, 

Knowledge 

From the first faint carbon copy 
of a reading rehearsal, all on one 
level, and deadly monotonous, the 
hills and valleys of the dull land- 

scape must begin to rear, step by 

step, tone by tone. 

The most natural and spontan- 
eous seeming performance is the 
result of the most minute and care- 
fully placed mechanics. The lines 
of sound and vision must be taken 





into account when the rehearsal 
hall is empty just as when it is 
filled. An actor should know what 


he is going to do every second, 
should modulate each tone, place 
each position, graduate each scene. 
That requires minute rehearsal, 
direction, study. The actor who 
doesn’t listen to the scenes in 
which he does not appear cannot 
give an intelligent performance, 
even though he sometimes gets by. 
The actor who does not know his 
words verbatim is always at a dis- 
advantage and is always upsetting 
others. 
The actor who gives a different 
performance each rehearsal (unless 
it is a steadily improving one) will 
give jerky and uncertain perform- 
ances at night. The rest of the 
east is always at the mercy of his 
changes of tempo, mood, pace and 
the rest. Such an actor has not 
“set” himself sufficiently during re- 

hearsals. 
Surety 


We marvel at the life and suc- 
cess of many seemingly trivial one 


act plays and sketches. We forget 


that they have been developed, 


erystallized and set by years of 


playing. That each word and in- 


tonation and move is as solid as a 


rock. The full play has only three 
weeks in which to develop this 
most essential’ touch of certitude.

That is indeed the difference be- 
tween an artist and a mere actor 
or performer. The artist creates 
somethirg which he can reproduce 
at will because his techique, in- 
spirational in the plastis stages of 
creation, presents and pr-servcs it 
whole ard perfect, regardless of the 


“Temperament” 

The superficial, unthinking, tem- 
peramental, slovenly artist is al- 
ways affected by outside disturb- 
A person standing tuo plain- 
ly in the wings, an unexpected 
cough in the audience, a delayed 
cue, the sight of someone “out 
front” will break the mould of him 
Most of this is from slack rehear- 
sals—from depending on the excite- 
ment of the performance to carry 
one safely through. 

Where are all these phenomenal 
young peoplé who burst through so 
gloriously on first nights and set 
the critics off in delirious flights of 
prophesy They seldom come back 
with a second hit. The cold fact ts, 
they seldom consistantly continue 
with the first hit. 

Drop around and see the show 
three months after the opening. 
Their performance, since the novel- 
ty of its first excitement has waned, 
and since they have accepted their 
triumph as earned and real, has 
sagged, and they have become as 
lusterless as a firefly in the day 
time. 
3ut the steady, experienced, well 
rehearsed and well grounded actor, 
who was not so much noticed the 
first night is still giving his per- 
formance and still holding up the 
show.

Under the revised scale, musicians 
in orchestras playing for musical 
attractions will receive $89 weekly, 
an increase of $15 over the present 
scale, The union had asked for 
$91 weekly, as against the old rate 
of $65. It is agreed that the orches- 
tras as constituted at the opening 
of an attraction are not to be cut 
in complement for the first four 
weeks. If any men are let out at 
that time, the remainder must be 
retained for the ‘balance of the 
run, 

In those houses playing dramatic 
attractions, where an orchestra is 
not used generally, the men are to 
receive $100 weekly and $150 a 
week goes to the contractor (gen- 
erally the leader). The union had 
asked $137 per man and $183 for 
the contractor. In non-musical 
houses where an orchestra is used 
through the season the new scale 
is $56 per man, an increase of $3 
weekly.

Averaging up the increases it is 
figured that the musicians will get 
about $9 a week more than at pres- 
ent.

No previous individual production 
in this series has carried the nu- 
merous instrumental numbers this 
one possesses, and Andy Tombes is 
announcing the sketches. It's just 
ibout the Ash policy embellished by 
Ziegfeld’s costume complex that 
makes this current crop of feminini- 
ty the standgut for which he is 
justly famous. Nobody gets the 
‘ame value out of girls, artistic or 
hhysical, that Zieggy does. Others 
nay attain “effects,” but when Zieg- 
eld wants to put ‘em on display it’s 
a panorama and an eyefull. 

That means the production is 
heavy, the girls look great and the 
eurrent “Follies” is sightly enough 
to overcome what it lacks on com- 
edy and music. 

On the comedy end there is Eddie 
Cantor and nobody else. Andy 
Tombes doesn't count, for he’s doing 
“straight” all of the time. Others 
may be in on the comedy scenes, 
but it’s to foil Cantor, and the mate- 
rial Eddie has to work with isn’t 
always funny. The latter is trotting 
out his usual assortment of songs, 
starts off with the best of the bunch 
and never tops it from the lyric 
angle. Yet, give Cantor credit. He's 
working his head off with the mate- 
rial weak enough in spots to make 
him over strive at times. 

Practically paralleling the situa- 
tion is the music angle. There are 
. couple of tunes that may be 
plugged into becoming fairly popu- 
lar, but the score lacks a “natural” 
with it doubtful if any audience will 
remember one particular melody at 
exit time. It’s all in the Berlin vein 
and nice, although minus the bril- 
liancy which this composer has put 
on display for some of his previous 
production efforts.

The size of the production and 
Cantor come pretty close to smoth- 
ering any personality in the show, 
although as big revues go that’s 
what generally happens. On the 
other hand, the Misses Delroy and 
Luce struggle through to the ex- 
tent many will give their programs 
some time to find out who these 
girls are. Miss Delroy is display- 
ing her proverbial corking appear- 
ance, besides a much improved and 
sweet sounding voice, while Miss 
Luce is wearing more clothes than 
usual, looks the better for it, makes 
a specialty “ostrich” dance impress.

rates the best thus far. How the 
Stewart revue will hold up with the 
advent of the more pretentious is 
another thing but, at the scaled 
$3.50 top, Miss Stewart should 
strike a fair profit on her under- 
taking. 

“A la Carte” starts off with the 
advantage of a five weeks’ “buy” 
(500 seats nightiy), and after that 
the estimable Josephus Le Blang 
should prove of service, The Beck, 
incidentally, figures as a factor un- 
less the terms are unusually attract- 
ive, which probably accounts for the 
Eighth avenue location. 

The revue is a de luxe vaude 
show. From the varieties and cine- 
ma houses has been recruited a 
galaxy of talent that impresses with 
its pep and speed. Charles Irwin is 
a facile regisseur; Jay Velie is more 
legitimately legit; Bobbe Arnst is 
from cabaret and the picture houses 
and an “it” eyeful; Harriet Hoctor 
and William Holbrook are orthodox 
vaudeville; ditto the Giersdorf Sis- 
ters, York and King, Powers and 
Wallace, Simeon Karavaeff, Little 
Billy, the Robinsons, et al. 
Appropriately enough, “A la Carte” 
is introduced by the compeny at a 
long festive table in formal dinner 
dress. Irwin as master of ceremonies 
officiates with the introductories, 
mentioning each of the cast by 
name. Follows a_ succession of 
scenes and numbers and sketches 
(by George Kelly) that are impress- 
ive in the main. The Kelly scenes 
are nothing to rave about, but they 
possess substance and are a relief 
from the stag story black-outs. The 
songs and scenes accompanying 
them are fair assets, with the com- 
pany responsible for anything and 
everything favorably connected with 
the show. 

There is a chorus of 16 that im- 
presses with its youth end general 
willingness. Sam Rose, staging his 
first show, can take a bow. 

Of the people there is the affable 
Mr. Irwin, clowning and clicking 
right through. Bobbe Arnst devel- 
ops into a cyclonic wow with the 
“Calinda”’ number toward the finale, 
and runs neck and neck with Har- 
riet Hoctor for feminine honors. 
Miss Hoctor is the prima ballerina 
who has Pavlowesque potentialities 
as a concert attraction. Miss Hoc- 
tor’s ballet work is more than be- 
yond the extraordinary; it rates as 
sensational. No question about Miss 
Hoctor annexing all honors for that 
first hali. 

The three Giersdorf Sisters (Rae, 
Elvira and Irene) almost tied it up 
with a reprise, but were more gen- 
erous later on with their specialty. 

Jay Velie did more singing than 
‘dancing, but was generally pleasing. 
Chick York and Rose King, with their 
familiar vaudeville kohum, seemed 
a revelation to the second-nighters, 
and hit the customers for a flock of 
3.85’s. York and King can stay in 
production indef despite their tepid 
reception opening night. Their 
family album characterizations in- 
sure that, but their own artistic 
elasticity further recommends them, 
as evidenced in the Spanish num- 
ber, when Miss King, doing a hoke 
senorita, panicked. 


There is a cute trick, a newcomer, 
Frances Stein by name, who will be 
heard from further. Her presence 
was felt right along, first coming on 
in “Palm Beach Baby.” Myrtle 
Hayes, another toe specialist, un- 
corked a smacking toe Charleston in 
“Stepping Out With Lulu,” led by 
Miss Arnst, early in the proceedings. 

Of the Kelly sketches, all credited 
to the author for staging, “The Hotel 
Porch” was an early entrant, a bit 
slow but generally amusing. “Be- 
tween Numbers,” a dialog between 
a jealous vaude prima and her maid 
(Miss King and Helen Lowell) had 
its moments, and the third, a golf 
course travesty, Was so-so. 

Little Billy, the midget, led an 
ensemble number, and made much 
of his opportunity. Miss Hamilton 
foiled for Irwin in a dialog inter- 





was the ballet, staged by Theodore

that Miss Hoctor wowed everything. 

Bobbe Arnst and Jay Velize tried 
to plug “Sort o’ Lonesome” in the 
second half, but that does not im- 
press as an outstanding number. 
Of the songs, “Baby’s Blue” and 
“The Calinda” (strictly dance) are 
the best possibilities. Like “Italy,” 
“Sunny Spain” was a colorful pro- 
duction flash. Maude Powers and 
Vernon Wallace, with their familiar 
vaude two-act, dovetailed into the 
negro spirituai, “Go Down Moses,” 
which, incidentally, is recommended 
for fox-trot scoring to any enter- 
prising dance maestro in search of 
an unusual dance number, Then 
“The Calinda,” a pip of a number, 
replete with tom-tom and vovdoo 
trimmings in the arrangement, is by 
far the most infectious tune of the 
show. 

“A la Carte” is a great dancing 
show. Every type and routine of 
terp exhibition is offered. Along 
with those mentioned, Simeon Ka- 
ravaeff, with a hock and wing rou- 
tine, belie any theory that there can 
be little new in the line of stage 
dancing. Karavaeff combines taps 
and wings with his sensational 
“hock” that merits more impressive 
presentation than as a mere inter- 
lude in a ballet. However, Kara-

Again Mrs. Harris enters the lists 
with an adaptation of a short story 
by H. H. Van Loan. /Last year she 
had Willard Mack dramatize “The 
Noose,” and now she has had 
George Middleton do a like service 
for “Blood Money.” 

“The Noose,” while scarcely a 
big money-getter, lasted the better 
part of a season. It is unlikely that 
its successor will equal that result. 
Bill Mack is a far more powerful 
and skillful craftsman at heavy 
stuff than our light-fingered Mid- 
dletons who swims about here in 
an uncharted sea of blood and mys- 
tery, and most of the time is float- 
ing when he thinks he is speeding. 

There is a flow of gab in “Blood 
Money” that at times becomes ex- 
asperating. It is not only prolix 
and verbose, but its tautological 
reptitions at stames take on re- 
semblance to the old saw about “I 
am going away from here!” “What— 
you are going away from here?” 
“Yes—I am going away from here!” 
etc. 

The love interest is suppressed 
until the last minute, and even then 
it is a dud. It is by that time so 
higaly heaped on bales of explain- 
ing, doubting, challenging, threat- 
ening, denying, insisting and incon- 
sequential by-talk that anesthesia 
has set in and nothing as sure-to- 
happen as the final confession of 
love can shock one quite conscious. 

The piece has its moments, of 
course. The first act is the crispest 
of the three and leaves rather in- 
teresting speculation for the inter- 
mission. The second, though it 
ends with a murder aril involves 
the possession of $100,000 in crisp, 
new bills, sags in the middle and 
flops at the curtain. The third and 
last act is talked punch-drunk, and 
a minor shooting therein is only a 
flash. 

The acting, apparently due to the 
direction, since almost everyone in 
the cast is guilty, is as slow- 
tempoed, affected and bromidic as 
the dialog. Speeches take five min- 
utes that should be told in five 
words, and they are speeched 
through the five minutes when even 
with these words they could be got- 
ten over in two. 

Miss Phyllis Pevah, leading wom- 
an, is not the least of the offenders. 
She has a gift now and then of 
snapping out a sentence with con- 
viction, but the rest of the time 
she stalls, grimaces, minces and 
poses wantonly. That she plays the 
role of a former actress and there- 
fore later explains she has been 
“acting,” makes it no.more restful 
on the audience. 

The rest of the cast is matter- 
of-fact at best. Beatrice Nichols, in 
an unsympathetic part as a black- 
mailer and philanderess, delivers 
the most staccato playing, and she 
sharply defines and clearly accounts 
for her character. Her accomplice, 
in the person of Malcolm Duncan, 
runs her a hot second, and in his 
last bit, as a tough, angry ruffian, 
he rises to the best touch of play- 
ing in the whole of it. 

Mrs. Harris is a game lady. She 
is not easily beaten. She will un- 
doubtedly keep working on this 
production and can probably speed 
and improve it. In her own the- 
atre, which has a big capacity and 
can gross high even with liberal 
Leblanging, she may keep this en- 
try home until Christmas. It will 
never hit the big money class. But 
she may get even and better off 
the movie rights, and there she has 
something. Lait.

Gustav Blum started his third 
Season at the Bayes Monday even- 
ing when he presented “Her First 
Affaire,” the writing of a new name 
—Merrill Rogers. The author is a 
Harvard grad of some 14 years. He 
is an advertising man, playwright- 
ing being a side issue. 

It has a five player cast and one 
set of scenery. As Blum rents the 
Bayes (roof theatre) at a compara- 
tively modest figure, “Her First 
Affaire” should be able to get by at 
small money, as was true of other 
Blum presentations in this house. 
The play therefore will likely show 
a profit, but it has no chance to 
achieve hit rating. 

“Her First Affaire’ pretends to be 
naughty, but never really is. The 
first act is extremely talky, in fact, 
the whole play lent the impression 
of being just conversation, and the 
ending is rather silly. Plain talk 
about girls having affairs prior to 
marriage caused several first night- 
ers to cluck now and then. 

Hiverything is talked over in the 
living room of the Carey Maxons 
who have been married 10 years.

The old soldier bit which Chick Sale uses where he licks the date off 
the ticket; the flagman bit he used in the Winter Garden, and the one 
in “Scandals” where the parson’s daughter saves the family jewels by 
sitting on them. I would like to tell you the real original of this last 
one, but the postal laws might get me. They had a blackout where a 
man had three sons, two real he men, and a shim, he always insisted the 
two were his, but the third was not, finally in a fight with the wife she 
admits that the shim is his, and the other two are not. 

The odd turn in this last one is that when I was a boy some 40 years 
ago the old folks told a similar story, and to the best of my recollection 
it was true, only the man had five boys, four he men and a shim, and 
when the wife was dying she owned up the shim was his, but the other 
four she blamed on the boarder.

Mr. Justice Boyer’s report on the- 
atres of this province following his 
investigation of more than two 
months’ duration, caused by the 
Laurier-Palace theatre fire disaster 
of last January, will likely be ready 
by Sept. 1, he intimated last week. 
The report will review conditions 
of picture theatres in different 
parts of the province, but mainly in 
Montreal, and will embody recom- 
mendations for improving the ad- 
ministration of these houses. A 
large mass of evidence was collect- 
ed during the theatre probe at the 
more important points of the pro- 
vinee and the judge is now busy 
wading through the evidence on 
which he will base his recommend- 
ations to the government of the 
province of Quebec. 





The Provinee of Quebec Safety 
League, dnvestigating theatre con- 
ditions in Montreal and supplying 
information to the Public 
Commission here, states that around 
a million dollars has been spent by 
theatres and public buildings in 
Montreal in rendering these build- 
ings safer for the public. They add 
that today the theatres of Montreal 
are probably safer for patrons than 
any other on the continent. In ad- 
dition to these improvements, the 
Capitol and Palace theatres have 
installed the Sentry Safety Device 
which provides an absolute safe- 
Suard against fire in the projection 
booth.
